CAIR Infiltrator: Beware of 
Smiling Muslims

WASHINGTON - In the wake 
of Islamic-terror attacks, a former 
infiltrator of America’s leading Islamic 
organization reveals the frightening 
extent of the “civilizational jihad” 
America faces. 

In a Stand for Truth Radio 
interview with Susan Knowles June 20 
Chris Gaubatz, author of “Muslim 
Mafia: Inside the Secret Underworld 
That’s Conspiring to Islamize America,” 
discusses the Council on American- 
Islamic Relations, which he 
investigated as an intern, posing as a 
convert to Islam. 

“Everything that I have 
learned about Islam has come from 
Islamic scholars,” he said in the 
interview. “That’s how I learned about 
Islam, from going to the mosque and 
studying how a Muslim would study.” 

With this knowledge, Gaubatz 
is able to share disturbing insights into 
the Islamic way of life. 

“One hundred percent of 
authoritative Shariah [Islamic law] 
mandates jihad until the entire planet is 
subjugated under Shariah. Jihad is one 
hundred percent defined as warfare 
against non-Muslims,” he said. 

“Now when I say warfare, I 
don’t just mean people who are 
shooting people and blowing things up. 
That is just one aspect of the war. From 
a Muslim perspective, from a Shariah 
perspective, jihad is total warfare. So 
that’s going to encompass propaganda, 
media manipulation, political influence 
operations, subversion, treason, 
espionage, interfaith dialogue.” 

Jihad, whether through 
physical violence or more subtle 
tactics, is the duty of every Muslim, he 
explains. 


“I am not saying that there are 
not good people that are Muslims, 
Gaubatz declared. “I am saying that 
good people that are Muslims are good 
in spite of Shariah, not because of it.” 

“Shariah obliges, not allows 
but obliges, a Muslim to lie to advance 
the jihad,” Gaubatz stated. “Just 
because someone is friendly with you, 
and they’re a Muslim, and they smile, 
doesn’t mean that they are not a part of 
the jihad in some form or fashion.” 

Many Islamic organizations in 
America participate in what Gaubatz 
calls “civilizational jihad” - anything but 
outright terrorism and warfare. He 
pointed to evidence from the Holy Land 
Foundation trial, which dealt with 
American organizations sending funds 
to the terrorist group Hamas, which 
linked the Islamic Circle of North 
America (ICNA) to the Muslim 
Brotherhood, an Islamist political group 
with ties to terrorism. ICNA promotes 
Islam through TV ads and billboards, 
promoting tolerance for Muslims 
throughout the U.S. 

Another such group is CAIR, 
Gaubatz’s old employer. Founded in 
1994, CAIR is a non-profit whose 
mission is “to enhance understanding 
of Islam, encourage dialogue, protect 
civil liberties, empower American 
Muslims, and build coalitions that 
promote justice and mutual 
understanding,” according to their 
website. However, many believe that 
their objectives are far more nefarious. 

Gaubatz is among them. 
During his time at CAIR, he saw first¬ 
hand ties to notorious terrorist groups. 

“They were discussing 
whether or not they needed to work 
with al-Qaida, specifically Osama Bin- 
Ladin,” he revealed. 

He said later that “they are 
Hamas doing business as CAIR.” 


CAIR works closely with 
federal lawmakers in Washington. 

“They needed to start 
influencing judiciary, intelligence, and 
homeland security committees on 
Capitol Hill,” Gaubatz said. “Their DC 
office is located just blocks from the 
Capitol building. When we talk about 
the insanity of legislators that won’t 
speak out about the Muslim 
Brotherhood, it’s because CAIR has an 
office blocks from them and they work, 
doing outreach with these legislators on 
a daily basis.” 

Some are concerned, given 
CAIR’s close ties to the Muslim 
Brotherhood, which Gaubatz considers 
exceedingly dangerous. 

He called for the U.S. to 
“designate the Muslim Brotherhood as 
a terrorist organization. This would be a 
huge step in the right direction.” 

“We are at war,” he said. “The 
mindset of the American people needs 
to be that we need to protect our 
communities and our family and our 
country.” 

This may have to be a 
grassroots effort, he suggested. 

“Normally in the past our 
leadership would confront our enemies 
and yet that has clearly not happened. 
And so we need people involved in this 
effort . . . this has everything to do with

The Federal Government 
Owns More than 60% of Three 
Western States

The federal government owns 
28 percent of all land in the U.S - 
approximately 640 million acres. After 
decades of very poor management, 
many are calling on the states to take a 
larger role. 

In the western states the 
federal government owns 47 percent of 
all land. East of the Mississippi, the 
feds only own 4 percent of all land, and 
there is no reason for such a disparity 
to exist. In Connecticut and Iowa, the 
federal government only owns 0.3 
percent of all land. Such an 
arrangement seems to work very well 
for those states, and so why can’t we 


dramatically reduce federal land 
ownership in the western states as 
well? 

Of course the federal 
government will always need a very 
small amount of land for certain 
national purposes, and nobody is 
disputing that. 

But does the Bureau of Land 
Management really need 247 million 
acres? The Forest Service 192 million 
acres? The Fish and Wildlife Service 
89 million acres? 

In so many instances federal 
land managers have gotten an 
extremely bad reputation. Wildfires 
tend to spread very rapidly in many 
areas owned by the federal 
government. So far more than 2.6 
million acres of land have already 
burned in 2017, close to 30 percent 
ahead of last year’s pace. 

If you have never lived in a 
western state, it may be difficult for you 
to imagine just how frustrating it is to 
have the federal government in control 
of vast stretches of your state. In so 
many cases the feds simply do not care 
about local issues or concerns, and 
when they drop the ball there is often 
very little that can be done about it. 

The federal government owns 
more than 28 percent of the land in 12 
different western states, from a high of 
84.9% of Nevada to a low of 28.5% in 
Washington. 

Here in Idaho, we are glad to 
have so much public land because it is 
a wonderful thing for hunters, fishers, 
hikers and those that enjoy other 
outdoor activities. 

We believe that Idaho land 
should be owned by the people of 
Idaho, and we believe that Idaho’s 
natural resources should be managed 
by the people of Idaho. 

At the end of the day, this is 
just another area where we need to 
readjust the balance of power between 
the states and the federal government. 
Our founders intended to create a 
system where the states had much 
more power than the central 
government, but instead that has 
become totally flipped around.

Cyborg Dragonflies Can Spy 
Where Other Drones Cannot

A genetically modified cyborg 
dragonfly that can spy on anyone has 
successfully completed its first test 
flight. 

Dubbed the DragonflEye, the 
half-insect, half-machine is fitted with a 


fingernail-sized backpack, powered by 
a solar panel and remotely controlled 
by an operator. 

The dragonfly can be used for 
'guided pollination' as well as 
surveillance missions that will see the 
tiny insects reach areas that other 
drones can't, according to researchers. 

Engineers had to develop a 
way of genetically modifying the 
nervous system of the dragonfly so it 
can respond to pulses of light. 

Researchers from Draper and 
Howard Hughes Medical Institute 
performed DragonflEye flight tests at 
the Janelia Research Campus in 
Virginia. 

The insect could soon be used 
to carry payloads, according to Jesse 
Wheeler, a senior biomedical engineer 
at Draper. 

The expert told Spectrum 
iEEE: 'Beyond tracking, the 

DragonflEye system offers new 
miniaturized technology to equip a wide 
range of insects with environmental 
sensors and potentially guide important 
behaviors, like pollination.'

FBI Agent Is Indicted On 
Charges of Lying About Fatal 
Oregon Refuge Shooting 

An FBI agent assigned to the 
armed occupation of the Malheur 
National Wildlife Refuge in Oregon last 
year is facing a five-count indictment 
for allegedly lying about his role in the 
shooting death of one of the occupiers. 

Special Agent W. Joseph 
Astarita, a former member of the FBI's 
hostage rescue team, pleaded not 
guilty in a Portland federal court to 
three counts of making false 
statements and two counts of 
obstruction of justice. 

The indictment says that 
Astarita was among the agents who 
were supposed to apprehend certain 
leaders of the occupation, including 
Finicum. 

Investigators say that Finicum 
was reaching for a handgun inside his 
jacket when Oregon state police 
officers shot and killed him after a 
traffic stop on Jan. 26, 2016, at a 
remote roadblock near the refuge. 
Astarita fired two shots also, missing 
Finicum. But he falsely told 
investigators that he had not fired his 
weapon and he failed to report the 
shooting to the FBI's Shooting Incident 
Response team. 

The charges against the agent 
come amid lingering animosity over the 
controversial occupation of the federal 




refuge to protest restricted use of 
federal lands. 

Attorney Brian Claypool, said 
the Finicum family may still bring a civil 
lawsuit against the Oregon State Police 
and the federal government.

Tea Party Wins 8 Year Battle 
with IRS

Thanks to The American 
Center for Law and Justice, the 
Albuquerque Tea Party now is 
registered with the Internal Revenue 
Service as a 501 (c)4 organization. 

“Hundreds of documents have 
been uncovered in recent years that 
clearly establish that ‘top IRS officials in 
Washington, including Lois Lerner and 
Holly Paz, knew that the agency was 
specifically targeting Tea Party’ and 
other conservative organizations. 

“The IRS literally took their 
money and then ignored their 
application requesting tax-exempt 
status for eight long years,” the legal 
non-profit said. 

“As you may remember, the 
IRS constructed a special group to 
send all ‘applications associated with 
the Tea Party’ to ... ‘Group 7822.’ It 
was apparently designed as a ‘special 
team’ developed to snare targeted 
organizations’ tax exemption 
applications in order to severely limit 
the impact of their advocacy on the 
2012 elections,” ACLJ explained. 

“The IRS was able to protect 
its politically targeted scheme by hiding 
its operations and activity behind the 
hundreds of layers of the bureaucracy 
festering within the IRS and with the 
cooperation of other government 
agencies.” 

The ACLJ report said: “Last 
year, the IRS proposed a denial of their 
application. We fought their denial, and 
we won. This result was long overdue. 
The targeting, the delay, and this type 
of unconstitutional discrimination 
should have never happened.” 

It was in 2013 when Lerner, 
then the director of the Exempt 
Organizations Unit of the IRS, admitted 
publicly that the IRS had been targeting 
conservative, Christian and tea party 
groups, and ACLJ sued on behalf of 
dozens of organizations from more 
than 20 states. 

Judicial Watch, the 
Washington watchdog that has for 
years been fighting to access IRS 
documents that reveal the extent of its 
discriminatory actions against 
Christians and conservatives, has 
asked President Trump to consider 


criminal counts against the much- 
feared federal agency.

Dark net arms trade: Guns 
shipped in old printers 

A new study reveals how 
criminals and terrorists are harnessing 
the dark net to purchase weapons. 

Conducted by the Rand 
Corporation Europe and Manchester 
University, the study found that 52 
different vendors are selling weapons, 
ammunition, explosives or weapons 
components on the dark web. 

The illicit sales were broken 
down and shipped in different 
packages, often hidden in old stereos 
or printers. It was conducted during 
September 2016 and includes data 
from twelve different marketplaces. 

Sales on the dark web, a part 
of the internet that requires special 
software to access, allows people to 
remain anonymous. 

The researchers found that 
firearms and related items were 
generating 136 sales each month, 
bringing in more than $80,000. 

While the sales are not likely 
to power large terrorist operations, the 
potential for those who act alone could 
increase, due to the nature of the dark 
web. 

Earlier this month, two dark 
web marketplaces, AlphaBay and 
Hansa were shut down by international 
law enforcement agencies. Drugs, 
weapons, malware and stolen data 
were being illegally sold on the 
marketplaces. — foxnews.com July 21,

Czech government tells its 
citizens how to fight 
terrorists: Shoot them 
yourselves

A couple of months ago, 
Czech President Milos Zeman urged 
citizens to arm themselves against a 
possible "super-Holocaust" carried out 
by Muslim terrorists. 

Never mind that there are 
fewer than 4,000 Muslims in this 
country of 10 million people — gun 
purchases spiked. 

Now the country's interior 
ministry is pushing a constitutional 
change that would let citizens use guns 
against terrorists. Proponents say this 
could save lives if an attack occurs and 
police are delayed or unable to make 
their way to the scene. To become law, 
Parliament must approve the proposal; 
they'll vote in the coming months. 


The Czech Republic is 
home to about 800,000 registered 
firearms and 300,000 people with gun 
licenses. Obtaining a weapon is 
relatively easy: Residents must be 21, 
pass a gun knowledge check and have 
no criminal record. By law, Czechs can 
use their weapons to protect their 
property or when in danger, although 
they need to prove they faced a real 
threat. 

This puts the country at 
odds with much of Europe. In the wake 
of the 2015 terror attacks in Paris, 
France pushed the European Union to 
enact even tougher policies. The 
European Commission's initial proposal 
called for a complete ban on the sale of 
weapons like Kalashnikovs or AR-15s 
that are intended primarily for military 
use. Ammunition magazines would be 
limited to 20 rounds or less. 

The Czech Republic came 
out hard against the directive. Finland 
and Germany offered their own 
reservations. 

All E.U. member states will 
have 15 months to comply with the new 
gun restrictions. The final measure 
bans the sale of most military-style 
rifles and requires all potential buyers 
to go through a psychological check 
before they can buy a weapon. If 
someone fails a check, that information 
will be shared in an international 
database so that the person can't 
procure a gun somewhere else. Online 
sales are also severely curtailed. The 
Czech Republic was the only country to 
oppose the directive for being too strict. 
Luxembourg also voted against the 
measure, but on the grounds that it was 
too weak. 

That means that regardless 
of how the Czech parliament votes on 
the terrorist-hunting measure, gun laws 
in the Czech Republic are going to get 
stricter. All gun purchasers will be 
required to pass the psychological 
checks, though it's not yet clear if gun 
owners will have to turn in newly illegal 
weapons. - The Washington Post

After London Attack, British 
Gun Activists Call For Right 
To Bear Arms

British activists are 
advocating for looser gun laws in 
response to the Saturday night ISIS 
terror attack that killed eight people and 
wounded nearly fifty others in London. 

Firearms-UK, along with 
other advocacy groups, have flocked to 
social media to slam the British 




government for maintaining harsh 
restrictions on gun ownership. 

They accuse the 
government of leaving its citizens 
exposed to terrorists and criminals, 
while politicians enjoy “24 hour armed 
bodyguards protecting them while they 
continue to sell the lie that firearms are 
not suitable for personal protection,” 
said a Firearms-UK Facebook post. 

Gun ownership is heavily 
restricted in Britain. After a school 
shooting that killed 15 children and 
their teacher in 1996, the British 
government banned assault rifles and 
handguns and heightened background 
checks for other types of firearms. 

The British “gun rights” 
movement remains fringe when 
compared to the U.S., where carrying 
guns is enshrined in the constitutional 
Second Amendment. British gun 
advocates call for modest reforms to 
gun laws that would allow the 
government to retain strict oversight on 
gun ownership, extensive background 
checks and mandatory weapons 
training, but would still permit gun 
owners to use their weapons in self- 
defense. 

“In the US you are advised 
to run, hide FIGHT if you are attacked. 
In the UK it is run, hide, TELL and this 
shows just how the authorities care so 
little for us,” read a recent post on the 
Firearms-UK Facebook page. 

Following the London 
attack, dozens of social media posts 
written by Americans argued that the 
British need less gun control in order to 
prevent future attacks. 

“I’m very fond of my 
country’s oldest, staunchest ally, and 
I’m sick to the back of my teeth of 
watching thugs commit these atrocities 
with impunity” said an American who 
said he carried concealed weapons, 
writing in the closed Facebook group 
England Wants Its Guns Back. “Y’all 
have what it takes, in admirable 
quantity, to prevail against these 
fanatics. Your government merely 
needs to stop throttling it to death.”

Laughing at ISIS to defeat 
them

Mumbai (CNN) - Deep in the 
outskirts of Mumbai, India, tucked away 
in a small conference room in 
Bollywood's "Film City," the US 
government is implementing a unique 
counterterrorism program aimed at 
diminishing the online influence of 
terror groups like ISIS - by making fun 
of them. 


Standing next to a white board 
that reads "Fighting Terror With 
Comedy," is Priyank Mathur, a former 
counterterrorism intelligence analyst for 
the Department of Homeland Security. 
Mathur is joined by East India Comedy, 
a wildly popular collective of stand-up 
comedians and sketch writers based in 
Mumbai. 

They screen East India 
Comedy's latest video sketch, "I Want 
to Quit ISIS," which spoofs one man's 
attempt to quit the terrorist group. 

Uploaded to their YouTube 
and social media accounts, the five and 
a half minute video had been viewed 
well over one million times in South 
Asia. 

Mathur's approach has been 
more successful than the State 
Department's previous videos, at least 
in terms of getting eyeballs. "The 
Global Engagement Center by the 
State Department has put out about 42 
videos in the last couple of years but 
they've gotten a combined total of 
about 55,000 views," Mathur said, 
although one video that pairs extremely 
violent and graphic content with irony 
has close to a million views, but that 
video is several years old. 

While the approximately 175 
million-strong Muslim community in 
India has not yet experienced having 
hordes of its youth eager to go fight in 
Syria, like many other Asian or 
European countries, the bullet holes 
that still riddle the facade of the 
Leopold Cafe, one of the many targets 
of the 2008 Mumbai terrorist attacks 
that killed more than 150 people, are a 
constant reminder that India will never 
be immune from terrorist attacks. 

ISIS knows their target 
audience and they appeal to it as any 
other company or brand would hocking 
their products in the West. By using 
slick imagery, fast-paced music, and 
action sequences, ISIS has been able 
to best government efforts to dissuade 
young people from joining.

House Committee Releases 
Fast and Furious Report

The House Committee on 
Oversight and Government Reform on 
Wednesday released a 263 page report 
alleging a Justice Department cover-up 
of Operation Fast and Furious, the 
Obama administration “gun walking” 
scandal, which came to a crashing halt 
with the slaying of Border Patrol Agent 
Brian Terry in December 2010. 

The report, prepared for 
Rep. Jason Chaffetz, chair of the 


Oversight Committee, and Sen. 
Charles Grassley, chair of the Judiciary 
Committee, calls the Justice 
Department’s internal probe of the 
operation “largely a sham” that 
“prioritized politics and spin over public 
safety.” Two guns from the operation 
were found at the Terry murder scene 
in southern Arizona. 

Then-Attorney General Eric 
Holder would eventually be held in 
contempt of Congress for withholding 
documents from the Oversight 
Committee. Then-President Barack 
Obama ran interference for Holder, 
extending executive privilege to 
thousands of documents Holder did not 
want to turn over to the committee. 

The operation was exposed 
initially by online blogger/journalists 
David Codrea and the late Mike 
Vanderboegh. Investigative broadcast 
journalist Sharyl Attkisson’s interview of 
a whistleblower at the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and 
Explosives revealed the scope of the 
operation. 

According to the Committee 
press release, the Justice Department 
viewed Terry’s family as a “public 
relations nuisance” and “failed to 
provide the family with answers 
regarding Brian’s murder.” 

The press release also 
noted that “There are no documents to 
demonstrate the Attorney General ever 
devised a strategy to track down the 
more than 2,000 firearms lost along the 
Southwest border. Nor are there any 
documents to demonstrate the Attorney 
General coordinated assistance for the 
Terry family. Instead, documents show 
Attorney General Holder absorbed in 
only the political implications.” Many of 
those guns have turned up at crime 
scenes in Mexico, and many are still in 
circulation. 

The report’s Executive 
Summary concludes that: “The Justice 
Department wrote to Congress and 
falsely denied that law enforcement 
officers allowed straw purchasers to 
buy firearms illegally in the United 
States and traffic them without being 
apprehended. On February 4, 2011, 
Assistant Attorney General Ron Weich 
signed a letter that claimed, ‘ATF 
makes every effort to interdict weapons 
that have been purchased illegally and 
prevent their transportation to Mexico.’ 
Since that false denial, the Committees 
have investigated why the Department 
of Justice misled Congress and failed 
to correct its misrepresentation in a 
timely manner. Despite the 
Department’s refusal to cooperate, the 
investigation developed with the 
cooperation of DOJ whistleblowers, 




and especially Acting ATF Director 
(Ken) Melson’s testimony on July 4, 
2011. Although Director Melson 
testified that the Department 
deliberately sought to obstruct 
Congress, prior to the lengthy litigation 
with the Department in court, the 
Committees had scant access to most 
of the documents that corroborate his 
testimony and illustrate the 

Department’s tactics in detail.” 

Some 2,000 guns were 
allowed to fall into criminal hands by 
the ATF, which launched Fast & 
Furious as a “sting” designed to track 
those firearms. 

In the wake of the 
congressional investigation, some 
people resigned or retired from ATF 
and others were reassigned.

You’ll recall that a few years 
ago it launched the “Creative Council,” 
a group packed with Flollywood A- 
listers, e.g. Jennifer Aniston, JJ

Five Ways to Improve 
Situational Awareness 

By Mark Kakkuri 

We all know how important 
situational awareness is in the overall 
scheme of personal defense. In fact, 
the whole point of situational 
awareness is to avoid trouble if you 
can. 

Jason Hanson, in his book, 
“Spy Secrets That Can Save Your Life”, 
reviews Colonel Jeff Cooper’s situation 
awareness Color Codes: 

"White — Totally oblivious. Think of 
people walking around with their mobile 
devices, heads down, staring at the 
screen. 

"Yellow — Alert and aware. There’s no 
specific threat, but you’re generally 
aware of what’s going on around you 
and you would notice things or people 
that don’t look right. 

"Orange — Specific threat identified. In 
this case, a peculiar thing or person 
has caught your interest because 
something is out of the ordinary and 
directly posing a threat to you. You're 
not focusing on a single person to the 
exclusion of everything else, but a 
specific person demands your keen 
awareness and readiness to act. 

"Red — Taking action to escape or 
defend. Here the threat has 
materialized in such a way that you 
have to respond to it. This might mean 
drawing a gun or other weapon, taking 
advantage of an escape route, dialing 
911 or otherwise signaling for help. 

The following tips, in 

Chapter 2, “Situational Awareness,” are 
healthy reminders of how to maximize 
what Hanson calls the most important 
things he learned in the CIA. 

1. “Get off the X.” 

Hanson says people who 

move live. If an attacker or unruly mob 
is nearing you, move away, put 

distance between you and them. 

2. “Recognize pre-incident indicators.” 

Most attacks come with 

indicators that can be noticed well 

before the attack actually happens. If 
we’re watchful (Condition Yellow or 
Orange), we can detect them and avoid 
the situation altogether. Watch for: 1. 
Staring, 2. Pacing, and 3. Distraction. If 
someone is staring at you, it might be 
that person is sizing you up for an 
attack. If a person matches your pace 




while you’re moving about, an attack 
could be in the works. A distraction is 
meant to get you to focus on something 
or someone else so another person 
can initiate an attack. 

3. “Beating normalcy bias.” 

Normalcy bias is a way 
humans cope with a difficult situation or 
a disaster by doing nothing or not 
thinking any differently because they 
simply want to believe that the situation 
is not happening or won’t affect them. 
According to Hanson, normalcy bias 
includes: 1. Not taking a disaster 
seriously, 2. Not preparing for a 
disaster, and 3. Believing that because 
something has never happened before, 
it never will. 

4. “Establish a baseline.” 

A baseline is an informal 
measure to determine what is normal 
and what is not, because knowing what 
is not normal is the key to knowing how 
to evaluate a situation and how to 
respond to it. Know what is normal for 
your home, your workplace and other 
places you frequent. When something 
is out of the norm — not following the 
baseline — you might need to act. At 
home, be consistent in locking doors, 
windows and garage, and turning on 
(and off) exterior lighting. These 
establish a norm; anything out of the 
ordinary could be cause for alarm or 
action. 

5. “What does experience tell you?” 

Hanson advises listening to 
your own experience. If something 
doesn’t look, sound, feel or otherwise 
turn out right, it’s likely that something 
is wrong. You’ll need to be prepared to 
act; experience will grow the more you 
actively stay in Condition Yellow, 
observing your surroundings and 
circumstances. 

And then there's human 
behavior: evaluating the behavior of 
others for potential problems or threats. 
Is the person 1.dressed inappropriately 
for the weather? 2. displaying odd 
gestures or mannerisms? 3. 
somewhere he or she is not supposed 
to be? 4. paying too close attention to 
you or someone else? 5. appear to be 
following someone? 6. looking around 


nervously?

Baltimore: Sweeping Gun 
Controls in 2013, Record 
Number of Murders in 2017

The state of Maryland 

adopted sweeping gun control 

provisions in 2013 and Baltimore just 

witnessed the highest January through 
May number of murders - 146. 

According to The Baltimore 
Sun, the previous high for the first five 
months of a year was “139” killed in 
1993. Prior to that the high was “138” 
killed during the first five months of 
1996. 

The number of murders 
during the first five months of the years 
2008-2014 ranged between 74 and 94. 
Yet the Maryland General Assembly 
passed the Firearm Safety Act in 2013 
and Gov. Martin O’Malley (D) signed it. 

The Act banned the sale 
and manufacture of “high capacity” 
magazines and required would-be 
handgun purchasers to submit 
fingerprints to the state police. 
Moreover, Fox News reported that the 
Act created a ban covering “45 types of 
assault weapons.” Nevertheless, 
murders are surging in Baltimore. 

The Trace, a gun control 
journalism outlet, shows that the 
criminal use of “high capacity” 
magazines jumped in 2013 and 
continued to climb in 2014, 2015, and 
2016. Additionally, the Sun reports that 
the city’s two deadliest years on record, 

2015 and 2016, all occurred after the 
Act was implemented. 

There were 318 murders in 

2016 and 344 in 2015. Baltimore is on 
track to surpass both figures in 2017.

Gun safety best ever

Despite gun sales reaching 
record numbers in the last two years, 


accidental gun shootings are at an all- 
time low, a surprising finding by the 
National Safety Council. 

In its annual "Injury Facts" 
report, the group put accidental gun 
deaths in 2015 at 489. 

That is the lowest since 
1903, when record-keeping began and 
a 17 percent one-year drop. 

"That's about three-tenths 
of 1 percent of the 146,571 total 
accidental deaths from all other listed 
causes. The decrease came in a year 
that saw record firearms sales to many 
millions of Americans," according to the 
National Shooting Sports Foundation, 
the gun industry's representative. 

Gun control advocates 
sometimes cite accidental shootings by 
legally owned guns in their effort to cut 
sales or demand special safety 
measures. 

In 2015, some 23 million 
guns were sold, an all-time high then. 
Last year sales surged to 27 million. 

NSSF and other groups 
have been advocating for gun safety 
and believe their efforts have paid off.

Demand soars for concealed 
carry permits, data shows 

The number of concealed 
carry permits in the U.S. has topped 15 
million over the last year, according to 
the Crime Prevention Research Center. 

That’s the largest one-year 
increase ever, according to the 
research center. In July 2016, the 
center reported that 14.5 million people 
had concealed handgun permits. As of 
May of this year, the number is already 
15.7 million. 

John Lott, founder of the 
group and a Fox News columnist, said 
several states, including Arizona, 
Florida, Michigan and Texas, have 
seen a big jump in the number of gun 
permits issued. There are several 
reasons for the increase - most 
notably, a rise in women and minorities 
seeking to purchase handguns, Lott
